Capital Budget Request Form

The expansion of the Botanical Garden Conservatory will serve as the heart of the Garden's Conservatory Complex.  This space will open 

directly from the present glass rotunda and is designed to give visitors a preview of the new exotics greenhouse.  The atrium will serve as a 

multi-purpose setting available for horticulture exhibitions, lectures, and special events.  An outdoor plaza will work in conjunction to provide 

much-needed space for visitors to enjoy the Garden.  We are requesting $700,00; the remainder of the cost will be raised from other sources.

The expansion of the Conservatory fulfills the mission of the Botanical Garden to save the original core of the Works Progress Administration 

Rose Garden, while expanding its plant collection and programming.  The new space will serve as a location for new exhibits and other 

programming, drawing larger crowds and generating increased revenues for the Garden, as well as economic activity in the City.  This project 

will increase our current operating expenses, but these expenses will be offset by additional revenue generated by the expansion.

Chapter 7 of the Master Plan, "Green Infrastructure: Parks, Open Space and Recreation," requires the maintenance of existing parks, green spaces, and 

recreational sites to a high level (Volume 2, Page 7.20), as well as recreation offerings that meet changing citizen needs (Volume 2, Page 7.22).  The Conservatory 

and Plaza project is a much-needed expansion of an existing facility that will provide space to host new exhibits, traveling horticultural shows, and garden 

programming that are in demand among citizens.  These new offerings will also increase visitorship and revenue at the Botanical Garden, in turn enabling the 

Garden to continue the maintenance of its facilities at a high level.

This project will construct a new soccer field immediately north of Pan American Stadium.  The field will feature lighting and frencing and a turf 

surface.  Parking for 75 cars is included in the project.

The construction of a soccer field near Pan American Stadium will meet the extremely high demand for soccer facilities at City Park.  The 

artificial turf surface will provide for year-round, intensive play, while the field's location near Pan American will lend itself to tournaments.  

The field could also be used for a wide variety of other athletic events by various leagues, schools, and universities, easing the shortage of high-

quality athletic facilities in the City.

With the potential to attract larger events, the amphitheatre project will generate revenue for the Park and the 

City.
